written presentment.

ment the Spaniards 
held 
that' the 


United States had no ultimate rights 
in tlie Philippine islands 
and 
could 


have none save by the consent of Spain 
la these negotiations and upon terms 
satisfactory to her. 
According to the 


Spanish contention in the formal state- 
ment, the United States entertained no 
thought of annexing the Philippines 
when the protocol was signed, or it 
would have been expressed In the pro- 
toco! as clearly as the conditions re- 
garding the cession of territory In the 
Antilles and the Orient. 


Before the signing of the protocol, M. 


Oambon received 
from 
Madrid 'the 


presentment alleged, a cable message 
dearly setting forth that the main- 
tenance of Spain's authority over the 
Philippines should not be affected by 
the protocol, to which reservation the 
United States made at that time no 
protest or objection. 


It was further held by Senoi- Rios 


and his colleagues that the capitulation 
of Manilla having occurred after the 
signing of the protocol, and thus after 
tlie suspension of hostilities, was in- 
valid. They charged upon the United 
States a wrongful 
appropriation 
of 


public moneys belonging to Spain by 
sizing the tariff duties at 
Manilla, 


and they formally demanded the return 
of these moneys, in the sum of near- 
ly $1.000,000. 


The United States on same grounds 


was declared to have made and 
hold :ia prisoners the Spanish troops 
at Manilla in violation of international 
lav,-, because done after the suspen- 
sion of hostilities under the protocol. 
A further charge was that by the Im- 
prisonment of the Spanish troops at 
Manilla, the United States had pre- 
vented Spain from quelling the Insur- 
rection and had thus 
contributed to 


tie violence against Spain after the 
cessation of hostilities. 


In support of 
these assertions the 


Spanish presentment invokes Spain's 
record In the correspondence by mail 
»nfl telegraph at the time the proto- 
col was signed, in which it was af- 
firmed Spain reserved her Philippine 
fcvereignty.

l>«v,,,irui! by Flame*. 


The story of the disaster is told by 


Captain Hale and other officers of the 
unfortunate vessel as follows: 
The 


Croatan was about 20 hours from New 
York on her way to Wilmington and 
going at a good rate of speed, with 
a smooth sea and calm weather,-when, 
at 3 p. m.. a fireman came hurriedly 
on deck ami reported that the ship 
was on fire. A general alarm was im- 
mediately given and 
an 
effort was 


made to lower the boats, but the fire 
spread with such rapidity that all ef- 
forts to reach them were unavailing 
because of the flames. In fact, in less 
than 10 minutes after the flre' was re- 
ported the ship was completely envel 
oped in flames from stem to stern. 


An explosion occurred in the cargo 


shortly after the discovery of the flre, 
which blew off the after-hatches. 
A 


second explosion followed a few min- 
utes-later and the Snip was then a 
mass of flames. It was at this tima 
that Captain Hale, seeing that to re- 
main on the vessel meant sure death, 
gave orders for all hands 
to 
jump 


overboard and save themselves as best 
they could. The gallant captain was 
the last man to leave the ship, remain- 
ing on deck with his first officer until 
they were completely 
enveloped in 


flames and the vessel had commenced 
to sink. 


All Jumped Ovcrbnitrd. 


There was no perceptible panic oil 


board and men and women, after lash- 
ing on their life 
preservers, calmly 


leaped into the water. 
Some of the 


passengers had their faces scorced and 
many had (heir clothing on fire when 
they leaped into the sea. The captain 
and first officer succeeded in securing 
a yawl boat, which had been damaged 
in lowering, and by hard work rescued 
eight persons from the water. 


The burning ship was sighted by the 


four masted schooner Alice Clark of 
Portland, which lay becalmed six miles 
off, and her captain sent a boat craw 
to aid in the work of rescue. 
They 


succeeded in saving 12 porspns, many 
of whom bad been an hour or more in 
the water and had become nearly ex- 
hausted. 
They were taken on hoard 


the Clark and given 
every possible 


attention. 


The rescued persons are being cared 


for here. No explosives "were known 
to be among the ship's cargo and the 
origin of the fire is a mystery to her 
officers and crew.
